Washington, D. C. — Plans being 


made for the presidential campaign 
this year contemplate probably the 
largest expenditure of money in the 
history of politics. The use of money 
in pr-election fights no longer carries 
•with it the taint of corruption. Legl 
timate expenses have grown greater 
and greater as the years have gone 
by and the high cost of living has hit 
the hustings as well as the home. 


Senator Borah, of Idaho, chairman 


of the special senate committee which 
Is to report campaign expenditures. 
expects to have a busy time of it 
between now and early November, for 
all of the committees have decided to 
emulate the example of Chairman 
Butler, of the Republicans, and give 
Mr. Borah detailed reports from time 
to time as the campaign progresses 


Announcement that the 
indepen 


dent Progressives headed by Senator 
LaFollette and Senator Wheeler are 
going to attempt to raise a campaign 
fund of at least $3,000.000 gives some 
Inkling of what the aggregate expen 
ditures of the campaign may be. This 
is far more than the Democrats were 
able to obtain in 1920. The Demo- 
crats practically starved to death that 
year while the Republicans revelled 
in plenty. 


MAY RAISE $5,000,000 


This year the Democrats are hope- 


ful that things will be different. The-. 
may easily raise a campaign fund of 
$5,000,000. The* Republicans may raise 
even more, so there is reason to be 
lleve that in the national politica 
Strong boxes there will be gathered 
approximately $15,000.000 for election 
eering purposes. 


Radio, an entirely new expense in 


national campaigns, will get the lion's 
share of the expenditure, according to 
present plans. The broadcasting com 
panies are going to reap a real har 
vest and get back some of the heavj 
sums they have spent in developing 
this newest art of communication. 
Thus far there has been no attempt 
to standardize the political charges 
for broadcasting 
other than a pre- 


liminary statement by the American 
Telephone & Telegraph Co. that it 
expected to get ?10 a minute and to 
limit speeches to ten minutes dura- 
tion. 
DAVIS LEANS TOWARD RADIO 
\Vord has reached Democratic head- 


quarters here that Mr. John W. Davis, 
the presidential candidate, is leaning 
more and more toward a radio cam- 
paign rather than to take the two 
big swings around the circle which 
were suggested to him. 
Mr. Davis 


feels he can reach more people by 
radio than he can by train. His man- 
agers however, are desirous that he 
should meet the people fnce-to-face- 
so far as possible. They are anxious 
to "sell" his personalty and while a 
certain amount of personality 
will 


express itself through the microphone. 
it is not to be compared with personal 
contact. 


Already it has been arranged that 


President Coolidge shall do most if his 
political campaigning over the ndio. 
The presidential broadcasting, how- 
evor 
i<; not likely to cost the Re- 


publican

heavily, for Mr. Coolidge will spool: 
most of the time in connection with 
some public event which would war- 
rant the broadcasting stations in car- 
rying the speech regardless of the 
campaign.

LOSS OF RAILROAD BUSINESS 
Facts and figures to acquaint the pub- 


lic with the railroad situation have been 
prepared and published by a committee 
appointed for that purpose by the Loco- 
motive Engineers of the Lake Shore di- 
vision of the Chicago and Northwestern 
Railway. 
These facts, which show an 


alarming condition, are of vast concern 
to all the people of Appletdn and to the 
state of "Wisconsin. What applies to the 
Northwestern applies to other roads of 
^Wisconsin. 


In 1921. the Northwestern carried 


1.573.753 less passengers than in 1920: 
in 1922 the decrease was 764.266. and 
in 1923 the decrease was 321.830. The 
number of passengers carried by this 
road in 1916 has never been equalled 
since. 
"We are now referring to intra- 


state traffic. The significance of this loss 
of business and revenue is obvious. A 
railroad or any other corporation cannot 
prosper and continue to lose business at 
this rate. 
Although traffic has been, 


heavily reduced the railroads as a whole 
are required to maintain practically the 
same service and their taxes have in- 
creased. 
They have been permitted to 


take off a few trains here and there, but 
the economies from this have not begun 
to balance the reduction of revenue. 


The principal reason for this heavy 


falling off of passenger traffic is motor 
bus competition and the general use of 
the automobile. It may be that we are 
passing through a reorganization of 
transportation nationally in •which the 
railroads may be to a large extent dis- 
carded. If so. it will apply with partic- 
ular force to the local transportation. 
The railroads cannot be expected to af- 
ford local service indefinitely at a loss. 
The inevitable result of a general sup- 
planting of short distance hauls by motor 
busses and trucks would necessarily mean 
an abandonment or a great reduction in 
local rail facilities. 
To the extent that 


such a change may be reconciled with 
sound economics the railroads will have 
to make the best of the situation and as- 
sume its hazards. There are, however, 
collateral questions, such as the taxation 
of motor busses, franchise assessment, 
etc.. that must be considered and that 
will have an important bearing upon the 
survival and efficiency of this form, of 
transportation. They should be made to 
bear their just burdens arising out of the 
public improvements they use and they 
should contribute their fair portion to the 
cost of government. If they can perform 
the^e obligations and successfully com- 
pete with the railroads, then it becomes 
a question of the survival of the fittest. 


CVrtainly the situation is one that can- 


not be viev.-ed with indifference by the 
public. The investments of the railroads, 
their part in transportation, their rela- 
tion i<i the prosperity of every city and 
town thf-y re.-ich. are direct and vita!. 
Tlu-y are intimately bound up with the 
lift; ;iiid commercial activities of town 
and city. 
They are 1hc greatest .single 


abset that any community possesses. 
ID

To the extent thai railroads 


suffer here we as a city arc certain to suf- 
fer with them. 
If they lose money we 


shall lose money, and if they reduce their 
operation all business will be affected. 


The railroads today have their backs 


against the wall. They have been put ir.- 
to a hole, partly by hostile legislation 
and postering politicians, and partly by 
^ocial and economic chauges. 
The pre- 


dicament in which they now find them- 
selves has grave possibilities. It ought 
to convince sensible people that the time 
has come for a let-up in political perse- 
cution and government interference. 
In- 


stead of driving the railroads harder, as 
Mr. Da Follette and others of his opinion 
would do, it seems to us the time has 
come when, something constructive and 
helpful must be done for the railroads, 
or at least that they be given larger lee- 
wav to do for themselves. 


MORAL RESPONSIBILITY AND 


CRIME 


Clarence Darrow frankly states to the 


court; which is soon to pass sentence upon 
Loeb and Leopold lor the murder of the 
Franks boy that the purpose of the de- 
fense is to secure a prison sentence and 
to save his clients from the noose. His 
objective in entering pleas of guilty was 
to show to the court mitigating circum- 
stances that would warrant a less penal- 
ty than death. Even the plea of insan- 
ity was abandoned as a defense to the 
crime. 


If the court yields to the desire of the 


defense it must be on the ground that the 
murderers were morally deficient. 
Evi- 


dence will be introduced to show that 
they lack . certain glands which control 
emotion and moral discrimination. As 
a matter of physiological proof, these 
facts may be established. "\Yhat of it ? 


If this theory is accepted regularly, 


it would seem that, to carry the reason- 
ing further, any person, who committed 
murder or a heinous crime deliberately 
and with knowledge of what he was do- 
ing, could be adjudged in the same class. 
Certainly no person who is normal would 
plot or plan to take the life of another. 
No person of balanced emotions would 
commit such an act. 
It is possible that 


a man under great excitement or-extreme 
provocation may kill another and be nor- 
mal in all respects. But if we are to in- 
troduce the doctrine of moral irresponsi- 
bility for crime, does it not follow that 
every deliberate murderer could be exon- 
erated, or his punishment mitigated on 
this ground? 


The Loeb and Leopold case is different 


from the ordinary case because of the 
wealth and prominence of the families 
concerned. 
That is all there is to it. 


These boys went through school and col- 
lege like any other boys, except that they 
were above the ordinary scholar in men- 
tality. 
Because 
they tempermentally 


are cold-blooded and can commit a shock- 
in? crime with full knowledge of its char- 
acter and consequences does not at all 
prove 
that 
they 
are 
irresponsible. 


.Fiendishness is occasionally a quality of 
man. 
If it runs to murder or some other 


reprehensible crime, should the perpetrat- 
ors be treated any differently than the 
so-called normal person who. from a com- 
bination of forces which finally get be- 
yond his control, cause him to do a like 
act? A great deal more than Loeb and 
Leopold is at stake in the Chicago case. 
It is the integrity of our judicial system 
and the effectiveness of justice.

NOT SO MANY SNAKES 


In a discussion of snake bites and their first aid' 


treatment May 13 I said: 
First a kind word for the snakes. (That's Just 


like me—I can say a kind word for snakes, but nev- 
r for human beings.) A fatality from snake bite 


America is almost an unheard of thing. Even 


attlesnake bites are rarely fatal and indeed they 
ro seldom even dangerous to human life. Experts 
ssure us there are just four species of poisonous 
nakes in America—rattlesnakes, vipers, copper- 
eads and moccasins. These are all pit vipers, that 
s, there are little pits or depressions In their heads 
ver the lipe between the eye and nostril, a fea- 
ure which distinguishes the poisonous 
from the 


armless snake. Other peculiarities which help to 
Istingulsh venomous from harmless snakes are the 
rlangular shape of the head, due to the wider 
luvs, the greater thickness of th» body In propor- 
on to length, the eliptical pupil—the harmless 
nakes have a round pupil—and the rougher surface 
f the venomous varieties. The harmless snake will 
Ite sometimes If annoyed, but the bit* Is no more 
angerous than a pin prick. The venomous snake 
Ites or rather strikes with his fangs, not with his 
ongue. The forked tongue of the common harm- 
ss snake is not a "stinger" as some people 


maglne. 
Cut into a snake bite with the point of a razor or 
penknife -or a needle. Just enough to make It 


leed, then suck the wound to draw out as much 
enom as possible. The venom is harmless if there 


no wound or abrasion of the mouth. Bind some- 
ling tightly around the limb above tho bite to 
mpede the flow of blood and spread of venom, 
therwise treat the bite as a simple wound. 
Perhaps the best antidote is a 5 per cent solution 
f potassium permanganate in water. Injected with 
ypodermic syringe into the skin about and under 
he wound. Of course these things must be dono 
romptly to be effective. 
This brought several letters, some very abusive 


rom people who maintained that snake bites are 
atal to great numbers of victims In this country, 
ut they gave no facts, only their hearsay convic- 
ons. Some of the letters were calm in tone and 
he writers of these letters gave their reasons for 
uestioning what I said about snakes.

of volumes'but In its ground-plan. In 
Balzac's own words. It was to be the 
iiistory of the human heart traced 
thread ty thread, and social history 
made in all its parts." It was to be 
a complete picture of tha writer's 
own time. It was lo be divided into 
scenes from private- life, scenes from 
life in Paris, scenes from life in tho 
provincial sections of France, French 
political novels, novels of French mil- 
itary life, country life novels. French 
nhilosophj'cal novels, analytical nov- 
els. 


He wrote examples of most of these 


various sections 'so that we can get 
some idea of what the whole would haxre 
been it he could have completed It.
